Seed Testing 


Knowing that good seed will be 
scaroe by spring, Alberta farmers 
are making sure of their supplies 
now. In this rish for seed there 
is one point that should not be 
overlooked, the germination test. 

J, B. Birdsall, supervisor of crop 
improvement for the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture says that 
the germination test always ad- 
visable is more important than ever 
this year. Whether the seed is from 
your own field, from those of a 
neighbor or feem any other source, 
you are advised to make sure that 
it will germinate properly. You can 
test the seed at home, take advan, 
tage of thy seec testing service of- 
fered b¥ the grain companies or 
send a one pound sample to the
